The apostle Paul has declared that one of the fruits of the Spirit is 
temperance. ‘lo oppose this cause, then, is to oppose what God ap- 
proves ; as revivals of religion in many instances and in some even to 
one hundred converts, can be traced to God’s blessing the means 
which had been used for the promotion of temperance. All opposi- 
tion to this cause, then, must arise either from the want of information, 
or from an unwillingness to practice that self denial which the gospel 
enjoins, as necessary to promote the kingdom of Christ, and the sal- 
' vation of souls,

Revenues of the Spanish Church.—A curious state. 
ment has been pub'ished by one of the papers in Ma- 
drid, respecting the number and revenues of the Span.

A clergyman of this country thought and preach- 
ed only through his pen. He supposed it impracti 


cable for him to utter with any propriety or decency 
a sentence which he had not carefully cogitated 
and recorded. He heard ata certain time a self 
educated minister deliver a sermon extemporaneous- 
ly, with anembearraceed freedom, a warm interest, 
and a visible etfect. He resolved to go and do like- 
wise ; he made the attempt, and now the fame of 
his eloquence isin all the churches; the record of 
his usefulness, we believe, is on high. 

The writer recollects hearing a gentleman, dis 
tinguished for forensic eloquence, remark, that he 
rarely ever knew an individual who at first epoke 
with great fluency and ease, afierwards to become 
remarkable for power, cogency and effect, but the 
reverse he had often seen. The fact involved in 
this testimony is easily explained. Incipient diffi- 
culty imposes the necesssity of exertion.
